Recently a flood of books have appealed that dhjmide giy 
American Nsory. Such books, and the Intcres In our history they 
represent, mnsfcute a vay ereoiiragjng trend in gay culture, 

But despite our growing historical mnsoocisncs?, many 
myths about gay history endure. One is that die modem gay 
and lesbian libera Lion movement began at Stonewati in 19®. 

Jl dki rape. 1990 may well be the twenty-firet armbmary of 
Stonewall, but it's the fortieth amJvenafy ct the scan of modern 
gay and lesbian liberation. Thai social landmark was the found¬ 
ing, In November of 1950, of the Mattadiine Soefoty. 

The Mattachine founders, and thr-H lesbian sisters In the 
Daughters of Bilitls, were the first Americana to organ Lie 
politically and proclaim that gay is good Their creed wu a 
self-invented revolutionary concept; that gays and lesbians 
are not a group of immoral psychopaths needing treatment, 
bo! an oppressed minority deserving civil rights. That simple 
ides aeems obvious 10 us today p but in 1950 It was so 
unorthodox and unthinkable that most gays and lesbians 
rejected It. The founders of Mattachlne and BlifieU bad to fight 
against the weight of their own Internal homophobia, as well 
as the combined oppressions of'psychiatry, religion, cultural 
precepts and the bitter threat of the law. Vet their long, lone¬ 
ly, brave struggle to found our movement was successful. 
Such courage places them alongside history's greatest explor¬ 
ers and emancipators. 

Yet unlike Marco Polo or Martin Luther King, Jr., the fourd- 
Ing mothers and father 0# gay liberation are largely forgotten 
by the people they helped ta free. Their movement in the 5Q? 
and 60s gave rise to the social condiUons and attitudes that 
made Stonewall and te aftermath possible. Yet for mcel gays 
and lesbians the modem period begin? at Stonewall, and earlier 
contentions are glossed QVW or foipoteen. 

This SftuatiorL OOuld be partially remedied, and our sense of 
history strengthened, by the aubti^immE qf a formal veliide 
for our community to honor Its heroes. Such a vehicle could be 
a Lesbian and Gay Hall of Fame. Situated In * mafo* city, a Hall 
of Fame woukl hdp us focus on these individual? most respon¬ 
sible for the jJtfcancea which have made open gay and lesbian 
culture possible. Yearly induction ceremonies could shine a 
long-deserved spocLl^u on the parents of the Queer Kuban. 

Our OQmmun&y his [he historical and Ofganiatkxial esper- 
Ebc to easily accomplish the founding of such a memorial All 
thafd needed is a consensus that Such an Institution would ben¬ 
efit the growing historical consckwsness of ^ys and lesbians. 
M the start of the fifth decade of our liberation, it'd lutfdl to 
believe that It wouldn't. V

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Bush Signs Hate Crimes 
Bill Into Law 

First Ever Gay-Inclusive Federal Legislation

WASHINGTON— Marking the ftrw 
time a gay inclusive bill has ever been 
pas**] Inw l*w h Piosideni George Bush 
Signed the Hate Crimes Statistics Act April 
23 before a standing room only crowd in 
the Old Executive Office Building. 

"One ol the greatest obli* 
gallons of this administration and 
of the Deportment of Justice L* the 
guarantee of eml right* for all 
Americans," stated Bush in his 
remarks before the siting. "Every 
one of us must confront racism, 
anti-Semitism' bigotry and hate, not 
ne^j weet, TkA ldmwrow p but right 
now—every single one of us. For 
hate ertna ca Artec be tolerated in 
a free society/ 

The bill, granted final con - 
^siiOnal approval in early April, 
orders the Department of justice to 
cetlett *nd publish statistic* cm 
aims met hated by bias based on 
race, religion, sexual oriemarion or 
ethniriEy. 

In hi* commetus, Bush in¬ 
ducted the term "■sexual orientation" 
in describing the scope of the bill. 

'This Is historic," remarked an, 
evciied Peri jude Radeck", kbbyist 
for the National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force. - l chink that word is 
going K> be overused today. But I 
don't know how else to express 
fte teling of being at the White House 
when the president has signed for die fcfsr 
time a gay-positive piece of legislation. 
And it ms a RepuMkan preside™ that did 
k," she noted with Irony. 

Eatlief, Frank Riechiiiti, bead of the 
Log Cabin Club, a California-based gay 
Republican group f was not so quizzical. 
"ITib skni'J that President George Bush 
has been a very open-minded leader who 
doesn't care about somebody's sexual 


orientation," he told QwfWfttk. *He does 
what's right. And the Log Cabin Club* are 
very proud that we endowed him and that 
we supported his candidsey ft* president/ 
"This signing sent a deaf message 
EhaC people in. the Republican Party Such 
as George Bush and (Sen.] Or Tin Hatch [R- 


Utab] recognise lhai Lesbian and gay 
Americans are parE of ihe political 
mainstream," added Gregory King, 
CHVimunicaftlMH director for the Human 
foghi* Campaign Fund- "They recognise 
that it's counterproductive to bosh lesbian 
and gay Americans." 

Hatch, who Co-sponsored the biE In 
the Senate wall Sen. Fiul Simon (D-Ill.), 
was joined by Sert*. Simon, Howard 
Metzenbaum (l>-Ohio) and House bill 


sponsors Reps. George E. Sangmeistrr (3> 
Ell _). John Conyers (OMdl X Jack BfOOks 
(D-Texj*} and Barbara Kennedy {D- 
Conn.) at the signing ceremony, 

Representative* from the National 
Gay and Lesbian Task Force and the 
Human Rights Campaign Fund were also 
officially in vised to the event, 
marking the first time that gay and 
lesbian groups have been Invited 
to an official White 

Extending some of the Task 
Force's invitations lo staffers at 
other gay and lesbian- gtawoots 
groups* Radechc brought along 
members of the IftirtGi* Gay and 
Lesbian Task Force, Parents and 
Friends of Lesbian* and ami- 
violence activist Claudia Brenner, 
whose lesbian lover was killed in 
an anti-gay attack. 

Among the grassroots Sctrvisls 
attending the Function was Art 
Sdwnck. secretary of the tilincis Giy 
and Lesbian Task Force, who, along 
with Radeeie, worked closely on 
the lobbying effort behind the bill. 

"GrasirwEJ activists worked 
very hard on this legislation,' he 
stated, 'and it's really important for 
us to see something like this come 
to be. It'S a terrific moral booster 
for us out m the trenches." 

Asked wh*i the bill* Signing 
means to grassroots gay and 
lesbian activists, sehenek responded 
concisely. "Simple/ be said, Tabbying 
works." 

One gay cepresentatrve who was not 
in attendance, however, M* Task Force 
Executive Director Llrvashi Vaid, who on 
March 29 publicly interrupted a Bush 
Speech OO AIDS, a protest that received 
widespread media coverage. 

Although RaderiC had included Vaid 
on the Task Force's 1st of seven Invitees

Under the new law F the Federal 
Bureau of Imesti^tiofi will now officially 
include bias-motivated crimes In (heir 
Uniform Crime Emporia, which are 
distributed to local law enforcement 
off™ nationwide. Although, reporting of 
such incidents by Iced law enforcOTenc Ls 
voluntary—as are similar reports ort 
homicide*, suicides and rape*—bill 
supporter* eapeot dm, after the requisite 
training, gay hate crime* ttatkKkc* wifi be 
widely reported back to the Department 
of Just Ice. 

Surprising lobbyist* however, w** 
Bush's announcement of a soon-td-be- 
enabllshed federal toll-free number 
through which victims of hate crime* can 
report incidents directly to (he Justice 
Dcpartmenl. 

Thwe incident* that can and ihodd 
be prosecuted will be repotted directly to 
the appropriate federal, state or Local 
agency for action,* Bush stated. "The 
faster we can find Out about these 
hideous crimes, the faster we c*n track 
down the Ngcu who commie them. 

■TX'e must work together to build an 
America of opportunity,‘ Buih added, 
“where every American Is free finally from 
disci InV rut Ion And I will use this noble 
office—this buLJy pulpit, if you will^O 
speak ouc against hare and discdmlmrion 
everywhere it exists."

E often fee 1 that the only other 
people Ehal have a problem with my 
transition are In ihe lesbian and gay 
Community. Some men say they "can't 
Imagine why I would possibly want ro 
do this to myself," and offer ihelr option 
that I am involved in self-mutilation. 
Thera are rami who set tt if I am an 
intruder mto a club of some sort. Pul I 
must cither accept what 1 ana and get on 
with my life. Of I'd probably be 
Successful at another of the suicide 
attempts ihar 1 made when I was 
younger and did. not understand a lot 
about transsexuality. Even so, people Still 
get upset wrfh me and ad in a bigoted 
way, 

I am presemLy going through 
iberapy and huge dosages of hormones; 

I am lacing immense le£al evades, and 
ah operation that Is going to be 
extremely painful and traumatic, all 
bemuse my mind and my body need to 
agree. To put il paradoxically: I am whaT 
I am becoming. No person, sane or 


insane, would put up winh the day-to-day 
bullshit that I deal with |ust because he 
has a preference for skins over three* 
piece Sum from ftamey'Sr My need is rtol 
to look sweet and soft and to be Donna 
Reed, but CO my body ro be my body 
and to feel something besides numb.

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AIDS Treatment News 


ddl Risks 

Perspective and Precautions

Sj H publicity about the risk* of 

B using the eaperim&nttL AIDS 

treatment ddl. Some of the reporting 
has been misleading and unnecessarily 
frightening. But wme risks ire real, 
and spots itcororoend simple pre¬ 
cautions that anyone using ddl should 
begin immediately. 

Background 

ddl i* an antiviral In (he same gen¬ 
eral class IS AZT. II may be about 
equally effective, al¬ 
though no one know* for 
sure until Jrial* Art com¬ 
pleted There is much in¬ 
terest in ddI P not because 
it Is believed Co be better 

chan azt, but because 
the toxltftlo of [he drugs 
art different, and also be¬ 
cause ddl may work 
even after AZT has be¬ 
come less effertli'e, as it 
does for some patient* 
after a year or two of 
use ddl la Important because it pro¬ 
vides another therapeutic option, with 
Eta own profile of risks and benefits. 

Three major dLrtJCal trials (named 
ACTG 116, ACTC 117 and ACTG 118) 
are now testing ddl. In addition to 
these formal Dials, Bristol-Myers, the 
company developing the drug, his 
made Et available wLchOut charge 
through *n expanded access program 
to patients who cannot enter [he for¬ 
mal trials and cannot use AZT—per¬ 
sons with no other treatment options. 
At this time, about 700 people are In 
the formal trials, and about fl,000 addi¬ 
tional people are receiving the drug 
Through the expanded access program. 

On Mardi hundreds of AIDS 
researchers from around the country 


met near Washington D.C, h at a confer¬ 
ence of the AIDS Qlnkal Trials Group 
(ACTG), This quarterly meeting L-s 
dosed to the press and the public, but 
Important w gets out. At this meet¬ 
ing, physicians heard the lalest safety 
reports on the ddl trial* and expanded 
access program, and exchanged infor¬ 
mation about their own experience 
with the drug. They learned that at 
least one patient in the formal trials 
and six in the expanded access pro¬ 
gram have died of pancreatitis, be¬ 
lieved to have been caused by ddl. 
Thl* death rate is about one in a thou¬ 
sand fef both programs. (Over 30 FKXI- 
fatal cases of pancreatitis have also 
been reported.) 


The total death* from all causes 
(including the pancreatitis) is two of 
the TOO In the formal trials, and 290 of 
the 8,000 In. the expanded-occcBs pro¬ 
gram. While the data has just begun to 
be analyzed, this difference ill -death 
fares between the formal trial* and the 
expanded-accts* program Is almost 
certainly caused by the feet thai many 
of the patients receiving the drug 
through expanded access were more 
seriously HI. Patients selected for trials 
are usually well enough io be expect¬ 
ed CO Survive the trial, whereas many 
enter the cxpanded-ACC™ program as

With those 
receiving more drug per body weighl 
at greater risk, and (2> if any cofectors, 
such as ocher drug*, wtre present 
more offen In those pa¬ 
tient* who dEd get pan¬ 
creatitis than fn cho*e 
who did not. If the an¬ 
swer to either question Is 
yes, then ddl could be 
used more safely by ad.' 
justing the dose, dr by 
stopping or not using the 
drug if any dangcrou* os- 
factor is present. 

The much larger 
number of deaths from 
other cause* will al*o be 
investigated,, especially to *ee whether 
ddl may have contributed jo any of 
them.

The FDA ha* asked Bristol-Myers 
10 write JO all physidani who are using 
ddl, to inform them of recommended 
precautions. Mein while, the Lea Ango¬ 
la Times quoted Robert Y-orchoan, of 
the U.5.

The difference in death rates between the 
formal ddl trials and the expanded-access 
program is almost certainly caused by the 
fact that many of the patients receiving 
the drug through expanded access were 
more seriously ill.

A major problem in treating the 
pancreatitis believed to be caused by 
ddt Is that it can progress so rapidly 
chat it ii difficult to diagnose in time. 
Other researchers have recently made 
fno^ess in diagnosing serious panoe- 
atitis, for example, by testing for 
Crypsinogen activated peptide In the 
urine. We do not know if this test is 
yet available, or if it would be useful in 
the ddl trials or expanded-access pro¬ 
gram.

Before the above information 
about the risk of dtll was available, 
AIDS Treatment News had beard bcdl 
good and bad reports about the drug, 
hut mosdy good, ddl seem* to have 
made a dramatic difference for many 
people; we suspect that many who are 
now alive would not be without it. We 
had also heard of a number of cases 
Where people had to stop using this 
drug because of side effects.

A 
Strange, violent and sometimes deliri¬ 
ous isle, Sexing the Cherry uses the 
first person narratives of two 17th ccfr 
tuiy Britons to pty Open conventional I 
understand bigs Of lime,, space, eterni¬ 
ty, love and reality. The results are 
alternately thrilling and ponderous, 
demanding an attention to detail and a 
suspension of disbelief not required in 
the typical novel. This book expands 
the htejlectuil and spiritual concerns 
WsWeison examined in her previous 
two books, Oranges Are Mtf the Onfy 
Fruit and The PassitWt but this piece 
pushes Wuiteraon's soaring and origi¬ 
nal voice Into a range not seen in her 
work before. 


Jordan and his mother, Dog- 
Woman, live along the banks of the 
Thames in the reign of Charles ll and 
observe the gritty landscape of 
England in 1649 with its attendant 
political corruption, steaming human 
waste and natural violence. TOes Is a 
world •of almost unbearable Ugliness 
and torpor but as narrated by Dog- 
Womiri, who mattcr-cf-facdy begins a 
description of herself by asking 
"how hideous am IT, it shim¬ 
mers with hidden meaning aod 
light. Jordan is a child of the 
water, having been found by 
f>0#tofamajl aksig the banks of 
die Thames* and Dog-Woman 
is a monstrous vulnerable crea¬ 
ture whose feet are firmly 
planted on the soggy earth 
where she roams wiih her 50 
dogs. The two of them are 
bound hy a deep and unspo¬ 
ken devotion to one another 
but Jordan's quest for knowl¬ 
edge and Jove canrvoi be met 
by his mother’s Hat earth exis¬ 
tence. He embarks on a jour¬ 
ney thai creases the 
philosophical bulk of ihe novel 
and in hLs travels, Wkd«on's 
lalens for the famistfe, the 
incredible and Ehe allegorical 
swlpg up and across the page 
like liqu id silver.
